Names of once obscure places that now represent 
the costliest "package deal" for freedom that any na­ 
tion has ever paid.

And the lint keep* growing. Da Nang . . . Saigon 
. . . Ben Hoa .... still more name* where the price 
tag for freedom runs still higher.

There is no bargain in war. Its inhumanities air 
hard to comprehend   even harder to understand. Its 
intrpose i» clear.

Men die so we can complain about smog, traffic, 
und the price of the second car.

Men die so we can have a choice, elect a mayor, 
and print a newspaper. They die so we can be educat­ 
ed, raiae families, and attend the church of our choke.

Dying in war is not a glamorous death. It comes 
swiftly in a strange land thousands of miles from a 
neighborhood that only exist* in a memory.

But it is a valiant death for no man can give more 
to fellow man than his very life.

Today is Memorial Day. a day we set aside to 
honor these men who gave their lives in places most of 
us will never see. Places, in most cases, that aren't 
worth a single tear on a mother's cheek.

Too many Americans forget too easily. Memorial 
Day l>ecomes the first long weekend of the summer. 
It's the day of the Indianapolis "500." a day for a 
family picnic or a weekend to travel to the desert, 
beach, or city.

But a single day and haiy memories are hardly 
compensation for parents standing at a graveside 
staring down at a small flag placed carefully beside 
a marker or for a widow trying to explain to small 
children that their father was a hero.

They remember everyday. They don't need a na­ 
tional holiday or a long weekend.

But for those who have geared their lives to "to­ 
morrow," Memorial Day should bring back a few "yes­ 
terdays."

A simple thought, a prayer in church, or a mo­ 
ment's reflection is little to pay very little compared 
to what they did for us.

Born June 34. 1149, Dixon 
was a native of Texas. He was 
graduated Irom West High 
School in IW7 and had com­ 
pleted a year ol study al El 
Camtno Collage.

WHILE AT West High 
School, he was active in speech 
and drama and participated in 
  number of school produc­ 
tions. He alto was active m lo­ 
cal theater groups and the 
writing guild.

Dixon entered the Army 
Sept 24, IM8, and left Oakland 
for Vietnam last March 2S

Tennis 
Courts 
Voted

Hickory Park will have its 
new tennis courts. But the 
courts will be set back 100 feet 
from Greenwood Avenue to re­ 
duce any nuisance (actor for 
local residents

City Councilmen voted 74 
Tuesday night to accept this 
and other recommendations 
from their recreation, culture, 
and parks subcommittee

The Council approved the 
committee's suggestion that 
the first of the two tennis 
courts be built at the earliest 
possible dale, stipulating that 
the $15,000 appropriated for the 
project be used for the tennis 
court only

THE SECOND court, which 
will encroach on a segment of 
land owned by Standard Oil 
Co., will be built some time In 
the future. A committee of lo­ 
cal residents and city hall staff 
members will work out any 
problems pertaining to the en­ 
croachment

To further cut down on any 
nuisance to local residents, 
councilmen voted to have a 
committee of home owner rep­ 
resentatives meet with the 
school board to arrange for a 
gate to be constructed between 
the courts and Ihe adjoining 
school

The city will also landscape 
the courts and attempt to min- 
imi/e annoyance ol Ihe night 
lighting system Lights are 
scheduled li» be turned off at 18
